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Attachment D - - Comments from Resident Advisory Board 
 
 A meeting of the Resident Advisory Board was held at 5:00 p.m. on February 21, 
2007, at the main office of the Housing Authority.  Eight of the nine members were 
present.  Mr. Anderson opened the meeting and explained to all members present that the 
purpose of this meeting was to discuss the progress being made on the recommendations 
from the RAB in regards to the PHA Agency Plan submitted for previous years, to discuss 
the boards’ recommendations for the Year 2007 Agency Plan, and to discuss the use of 
funds made available for resident involvement in management through the operating fund.  
Mr. Anderson advised the members of the goals in the 2005 plan & 2006 plan and the 
progress being made.  
 Mr. Anderson advised the members of the staff proposed work items for 2007-2011 
by year, including the proposed demolition of the 100 units in project GA62-2.  Mr. 
Anderson then requested any comments about the items from the members. 
 The members of the RAB commented that the items were needed and that they 
wish it could be done now.  The members expressed their total agreement with the 
demolition plan.  Mr. Anderson explained the funding process.  No other comments were 
made in regards to the planned items or any additional items added to the planned list. 
 The members of the RAB made the following recommendations in regards to use of 
funds through the operating fund.  When asked by Mr. Anderson if anyone would like to 
travel to training meetings to meet other residents and learn about their activities, none of 
the  members indicated interest in traveling for training or for interaction with other RABs 
in the state.  When asked if everyone liked the full color newsletter with articles from RAB 
members about their communities and ways other residents could be involved in the RAB 
and/or resident organizations, they responded yes.  They all felt that was the best option 
and that this practice should continue. 
 A public hearing was held on June 21, 2007, at 5:00 p.m.  The hearing was 
conducted by Chairman Krenson.  The public hearing was opened to discuss the items 
included in the annual plan and to allow comments for and against the plan.  No comments 
were received from the public.

Attachment G - - Implementation of Public Housing 
Resident Community Service Requirements 

 
Since the issuing of Notice PIH 2003-17, dated June 20, 2003, the Housing Authority of 
Americus has reinstated the required Community Service Require per the above referenced 
notice.  Since this requires non-exempt families to complete 8 hours of community service 
and/or self-sufficiency requirement, the Housing Authority  is working with possible local 
community services agencies that would agree to accept workers.  In the past, very few 
community service agencies wanted to participate.  The Housing Authority will be 
administering its own program as per our ACOP.  As of the submission of this Annual Plan 
the Housing Authority has not renewed over 20 families’ lease for failure to complete the 
Community Service Requirements. 
  

Attachment H - - Pet Policy 
 
 The Housing Authority of Americus has had a Pet Policy allowing residents of all 
classes to have pets since the original pet policy requirement was authorized.  A summary 
of the pet policy and the requirement of that policy are included below. 
 The pet owner must submit and enter into a Pet Agreement with the HA.  The 
agreement must give the name, address, and phone number of the owner; name, address, 
and phone number of two adults who will assume responsibility of the pet if the owner 
cannot; a description of the pet; a certification from a veterinarian; and that dogs and cats 
must be spayed or neutered. 
 The types of pets allowed include one dog under 20 pounds when full grown, one 
cat that has been declawed, one caged bird, a 20 gallon aquarium with fish, no more than 
two rabbits, guinea pigs, hamsters, or gerbils, or one turtle.  An additional security deposit 
is required to have pets.  In an elderly development the additional security deposit is the 
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higher of $100 or the families total tenant payment.  In a general occupancy development 
the additional security deposit is $200. 
 There are additional requirements concerning pet waste removal, responsibilities 
for upkeep of the pet, where pets are allowed to be, problems with noise caused by pets, 
and the right of the HA to inspect the premises.  The pet policy also provides for actions 
due to pet rule violations, notice for pet removal, termination of tenancy, pet removal, and 
emergencies. 
 

Attachment I - - Statement of Progress in Meeting 5-
Year Plan Mission and Goals 

 
PHA Goal: Expand the supply of assisted housing:  We are reducing the number of 
vacancies by reducing the number of vacant units involved in a modernization program.  
We are also reducing our turnaround time through quicker offers.  We are also looking at 
ways to use funds from the disposition of land that housed the former demolished units in 
projects GA62-1 and GA62-10.  We have purchased land and are in the process of 
developing the land for homeownership and rental to low income families. 
 
PHA Goal:  Improve the quality of assisted housing:  We have obtained a score of 82, 
standard performer status on PHAS for fiscal year 2006 and we are continued to make 
progress to improve this score.   We have obtained a score of 96, high performer status,  on 
SEMAP for fiscal year 2006.  We are also renovating our units as outlined in our plan.  We 
currently have all public housing units air conditioned.  We are continuing work to 
improve curb appeal by repairing sidewalks, removing trees, and doing landscaping. 
 
PHA Goal:  Increase assisted housing choices:  We have 64 units of Project Based 
Vouchers that was .  Members of our staff have attended and become certified as Housing 
Councilors for the purpose of working with section 8 residents for our homeownership 
program.  Members of staff have also attended a section 8 homeownership workshop to 
improve their skills in working with section 8 families.  We have had one section 8 
homeownership closing and we currently have several residents who are working on 
improving their credit history and completing homeownership training.  Our biggest 
problem with homeownership is finding housing within the range of affordability for the 
section 8 program. 
 
PHA Goal: Provide an improved living environment:  We are working with residents to 
direct them to service providers in areas of need.  We are holding various educational 
programs targeted for resident improvement including budgeting, food preparation, energy 
conservation and healthy living. 
 
PHA Goal:  Promote self-sufficiency and asset development of families and individuals:  
We have been working with local agencies to help our residents with self-sufficiency.   
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PHA Goal: Ensure Equal Opportunity in Housing for all Americans:  We are continuing to 
comply with the applicable Federal Laws and regulations to ensure admission to and 
occupancy of housing is conducted in a non-discriminatory manner.   
 

Attachment J - - Resident Membership of the PHA 
Governing Board 

 
 The Housing Authority of Americus has a resident as a full voting member of the 
Board of Commissioners.  Currently our resident commissioner is Demeika Ferguson.   
The Resident Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor of the City of Americus.  A 
resident commissioner’s term is for one-year beginning in September of each year.  
Resident Commissioners can be reappointed for successive terms of one year.     
 

Attachment K - - Follow-up Plan from Resident Surveys 
 
Neighborhood Appearance 
 The Housing Authority has reviewed the results of the Resident Survey completed 
in 2006.  The most common complaints were noise related, parking areas, playgrounds, 
broken glass, and trash.  To address the noise problem we have instructed our Security 
Patrol to be more alert to noise problems and make every attempt to correct the situation.  
We will also advise local law enforcement to be on the look out for noise problems so that 
they may also address this problem.  Since the survey was completed we have resurfaced 
most of the parking areas.  We continue to have problems with broken glass and trash.  Our 
maintenance crews pick up trash and broken glass on a weekly basis.  Residents are 
charged if the glass or trash is around their apartment.  Much of the litter and broken glass 
is caused by passers-by.  We are planning security fencing to help reduce the walking 
traffic through individuals yards.  We hope that this fencing will help to improve the 
broken glass and trash problems. 
 
Communications 
 While reviewing the survey results it was noted that most of the concern was from 
communications from maintenance.  The Housing Authority utilizes various means of 
communication efforts with our residents.  We use our newletter and individual letters to 
announce inspection times and general preventative maintenance schedules.  However we 
are learning that most residents fail to review the newsletter or individual letters.  We will 
continue to make every effort to better communicate with residents. 
   

Attachment L - - Certification-Voluntary Conversion of 
Public Housing to Tenant-Based Assistance 
 
This is to certify that the Housing Authority of the City of Americus has reviewed each 
development’s operations as public housing, considered the implications of converting the 
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public housing to tenant-based assistance, and concluded that conversion of any or all 
developments may be inappropriate because removal of the developments would not meet 
the necessary conditions for voluntary conversion as described in the regulations. 
 

Attachment M -- Project-Based Housing Choice Voucher 
Statement  
The Housing Authority of the City of Americus (HAA) currently intends to project-base its 
tenant-based Housing Choice Vouchers in response to needs for affordable housing in the 
Americus-Sumter Co. area.  The number of units will not exceed 20 percent of the baseline 
number of units in HAA’s program, or such higher percentage as may be authorized.  The 
general location for the project-based assistance will be the City of Americus, Georgia, and 
surrounding areas within Sumter County.  Generally, all project-based assistance will be 
attached to eligible units located in census tracts with poverty rates of less than 20.  HAA 
reserves the right to request an exception to this requirement when it has been determined 
that a project expands affordable housing opportunities for eligible families or contributes 
to the revitalization of a local neighborhood or community.  HAA also reserves the right to 
project-base additional Housing Choice Vouchers should HAA determine that additional 
project-based assistance will further HAA’s affordable housing program initiatives.  
HAA’s decision to provide project-based assistance is consistent with HAA’s Annual Plan. 
 

Attachment N - - VAWA Statement 
 
The Housing Authority has adopted a VAWA policy that covers both public housing and 
section 8.  All residents of public housing, participants of section 8 and section 8 landlords 
have been notified of the VAWA provisions and the PHAs policy.  Lease addendums have 
been completed for all public housing residents.  The Housing Authority will continue to 
work with local law enforcement to identify residents that are victims of domestic violence, 
dating violence, sexual assault, or stalking and to direct them to assistance centers.  We 
plan to work with the Georgia Southwestern State University Domestic Violence Resource 
Center to educate victims and to help refer them to agencies or shelters for assistance.  We 
plan to also work with the Southwestern Judicial Circuit Family Violence Council to better 
combat domestic violence.
